~ Graham Indicted in 1877 in

INDICTED 30 YEARS AGO 
ARRESTED ON YESTERDAY 


After Indictment in Madison County 
im 1877 for the Murder of King, 
Graham Escaped, Came to 
Hall County and Made 
Many Friends. 


Gainesville, Ga. May 4.—(Special.j— 
William G. Graham, an old man of 70 
years, who was indicted in Madison 
county, Georgia, at the March, | 1877, 
term of the superior court for the mur- 


der of William King, but who made his| 


escape from the scene of the crime im- 
mediately after its commission, was this 
morning placed under arrest ,ten miles 
northwest of Gainesville, at Bolding’s 
mill, in the upper part of Hall county, 
by Sheriff Orr, of Pawson county, to 
whom the warrant was sent by the Madi- 
s0n county sheriff a few days ago. 

The facts of the kinHing are, of 
course, meagre, but few of the present 
day remembering them. However, it is 
@aiq by a former citizen of Madison 
county, who is now living in Gaines- 
ville, that a difficulty arose between Gra- 
ham and King, 2s they came out of a 
steram or pond, where they had been 
in swimming. It is said that King came 
at Graham with an open knife, when 
the latter brained King with a stick, in- 
flicting such serious injuries that King 
died shortly thereafter. It is also un- 
derstood that Graham left Madison coun- 
ty on the night that the sheriff went 
to his house to arrest him on a warrant 
charging him with murder. 

Graham came to Hall county, and lo- 
cated near where he was today arrested. 
He has conducted himself properly since 
he has resided there, and is held in es- 
teem..by the. people of that. community. 
Graham has a wife, who is older than 
himself, and she is nearly blind. The 
old man took his arrest calmly, and ac- 
companied Sheriff Orr to Dawsonville, 
where he has been placed in jail, await- 
ing the arrival of the sheriff of Madi- 
s0n county. 

The arrest of Graham thirty vears aft- 
ér he was indicted for murder created a 
considerable sensation in Hail and Daw- 
son counties when ‘the matter became 
public today. 

His neighbors never, during this time, 
Buspected he was wanted for murder, 
and his arrest caused much discussion.

Young Man Visits Police Station and 
Tells Detectives of Daring Indi- 
vidual Who Glided Along 
Arlington Coping on the 
Fourth Floor Just 
Before Alarm. 


Who is the mysterious man that 
glided along ,the coping of the north 
wall of the fourth floor at the Ar- 
lington hotel Friday morning about | 
o’clook after emerging from a ‘window 
in a west room of the building and 
then reentering the building. through 
the bath room window, which adjoins 
the plunder room in which the fire 
broke out a few minutes later? 

That is what Deiective Lockhart, of 
the local detectives, is trying to ferret 
out. A young man boarding at the 
residence of Mrs. Phillips called at the 
latter place yesterday morning and in- 
formed Mrs. Minnie Graham, the pro- 
prietress, of this incident of the night 
before, which he witnessed from his 
window. 

He thought strange of the occur- 
rence at the time, and“when the fire 
broke out a few minutes later he link- 
ed the two facts together. This infor- 
mation was confided to Detective Lock- 
hart, and he is following up this clew. 

‘the mysterious midnigft meanderer 
in his reute passed through the room 
where young Walter Campbell lay 
sleeping in order to make this round- 
about cetour to reach the plunder 
room. Campbell was rescued from his 
bed unconscious and went into convul- 
sions when the Grady hospital ambu- 
lance was called for. In the early 
morning he recovered and returned in 
acab to the hotel. 

Believe Fire Incendiary. 

Mrs. Graham and other. occupants of 
the house belfeve it was the work of 
a firebug, but who is the disturbing 
question with them. Campbell, upon 
his return to the hotel, said he knew 
nothing of what transpired from short- 
ly after he retired until he regained 
consciousness at the hospital. 

A roomer onthe third floor, directly 
beneath the plunder room, was awak- 
ened by the crackling flames and gave 
the alarm. About three hours -later 
another alarm was turned in from the 
same box, 22, and the firemen had to 
fight a second fire at the hotel. 

The firemen thought that fire in some 
part of the walls had not been extin- 
guished and was rekindled into a full 
flame near the daybreak hour. The 
second outbreak did more damage than 
the first, eating its way through sev- 
eral rooms and a portion of the roof. 

What emphasizes the belief that the 
fire was of incendiary origin was the 
statement by Mrs. Graham yesterday 
that about two weeks ago there were 
two fires in -one night in the same 
room on the fourth floor fronting Ma- 
rietta street. The first of these fires 
occurred in a bed in the southwest 
corner of. the room and later on in 
the night fire was discovered in an- 
other bed in the room in the northeast 
corner of the same room, one corner 
of the mattress being scorched. 

The identity of the firebug who is 
trying to burn the Arlington hotel 
landlady out of house and home is agi- 
tating the inmates.

San Antonio, Tex., May 3/—A special 
to The Press-Express, from Chihua- 
hua, Mexico, says: 

Without an instant’s warning, the 
great walls of the Chiuvuscar dam 
gave way yesterday, engulfing nearly 
forty men under the enormous weight 
of masonry and -water, between fifteen 
and twenty of whom are dead, and 
thirteen injured and others unaccount- 


ed for. 

Some of the injured will die. 

All the victims are Mexicans. 

Meager details of the affair reached 
here this morning when the judicial 
authorities and several surgeons de- 
parted immediately for the scene. 

The disaster is only the last of a 
large number which have recently 
claimed nearly 200 victims in this 
state, and mostly ig the neighborhood: 
of Chihnahua. 

The authorities are making a thor- 
ough investigation into the present 
catastrophe and will severely punish 
those upon whom they place the blame. 

According to the version of the af- 
fair which reached here, the men were 
working on a foundation close to 
the foot of the main rampart of the 
dam, which had already been con- 
structed. The main wall was weak 
and gave out under the water pres- 
sure. 

The dam was being put in for ir- 
rigation and stock watering purposes 
and was a large enterprise. The loss 
will be heavy. 


PRICE'S CHARGES

New York Cetton Exchange 
Says Its Work Is Done

New York, May 3.—The New York cot- 
ton exchange, through its superintendent, 
W. V. King, tonight made public a state 
ment concerning the charges made by 
Theodore H. Price in his suit against 
this tmstitution. 

Mr. Price seeks an injunction to re- 
strain the members of the classification 
committee from continuing ,its present 
methods, on the ground that the cotton 
has been improperly classified.

And then for 
me to investigate and report on my own 
work when it is under suspicion. No, 
thank you. No, none of that for me.

The specimens of asphalt taken from 
various streets was not more than three- 
quarters of an inch to an inch thick, 
whereas the specifications, when the con- 
tracts were let, calleqg for two inches of 
asphalt, and one inch of bed, making 
three inches in all. With all these con- 
tracts a bond had been made by the con- 
tractor to keep the street at that stage 
during ten years. 

Inspector D‘Alvigny was asked by the 
committee to explain how he could de- 
termine whether the 3 inches had been 
laid without tearing up the paving. The 
inspector showed the committee that his es- 
mate was usually correct, but stated that 
the slipping of the asphalt down a grade 
could not always be prevented, and that 
by that slipping the paving would be 
thicker in some places than in others. 
It was shown, too, by the statements of 
City Engineer Clayton and Commissioner 
Collier that the asphalt was badly worn 
in some places, while in other places, by 
the runrfng process, it might be thicker 
than even the three inches. It was 
shown, too, that the, work wm Rie ac-

99 COUNTIES REPRESENTED 


Some Interesting Statistics in Re- 
gard to the State Normal School 
at Athens...Frarmers’ Sons in 
Large Majority at 
the School. 


Athens, Ga., May 3.—(Special.)—The 
State Normal school is now closing the 
most prosperous year in its history. The 
attendance has reached a maximum. The 
total registration during the year has 
reached 668 which makes this the larg- 
est student body in the estate. There 
are 29 members of the faculty and forty 
officers and teachers in the institution. 

Ninety-nine counties out of the 148 in 
Georgia are represented in the student 
body. There are 124 students at the 
State Normal holding diplomas from 
other institutions in the state and other 
states; there are i66 who have had 
experience in teaching before coming 
here, and there are i86 who earned the 
money with which they are paying thelr 
expenses through the State Normal. 

The parentage of the students here is 
as follows: Farmers, 269; merchants, 
83; professions, 43; county and city of- 
ficials, 18; and the remaining scattered 
through a large number of callings. 

Since the establishment of the school 
thirteen years ago there have been 6,- 
496 teachers to register in its classes. 
There have been 336 graduates during 
that time. During the first few years of 
the schoo] the graduates were few in 
number, as most of the teachers spent 
only a few weeks here at a time. In 
recent years, however, the number of 
graduates has largely increased, owing to 
the fact that nearly all the teaghers now 
come for the full four-years course. This 
year the graduating class has sixty-two 
members. 

- There are 22 students at the State 
Normal this year who are in various 
ways 
pay their expenses through school. 

The commencement exercises at 
State Normal this year will open 
the evening of Saturday, May 25. 
that time the annual concert will be 
given under the direction of Professor 
Charles 8.

ARKWRIGHT MAKES DENIAL 


Meeting of Committee on Electric 
and Other Railways Scene of a 


. Lively Debate Between Key 


and Arkwright—no Pass 
for 


Sharp practice by some one at the 
time the street car lines of Atlanta 
were merged, charged by Alderman 
Key, of the sixth ward, yesterday, dur- 
ing a session of the committee on elec- 
tric and other railways, was produc- 
tive of a warm and at times caustic 
debate in which Alderman Key and 
Preston Arkwright, of the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company, par- 
ticipated. | | 

The committee had taken from the 
table a potition of the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric Light Company to 
run a single track along Walton street 
from Marietta street to Cone street, 
and to cormect it with the tracks on 
Marietta street and Walton street at 
Spring; also to build a branch from 
the present line on Walton street into 
the terminal building now going up 
on the southwest corner of Walton and 
Fairlie streets; and also to place an 
additional track alongside the pres- 
ent track on Walton street immediate- 
ly in front of the terminal building, 
when Councilman Longino, of the 
seventh ward, asked to be heard. 

Councilman Longino prefaced his re- 
marks by declaring that he had not 
the slightest feelings against the pres- 
ent management of the sBtreet railway 
company, asserting that he had al- 
ways received personally from that 
corporation nothing but the best ana 
kindest treatment. He estimated the 
amount he expended with the company 
every month, and was interrupted by 
Alderman Hirsch, who asked: 

“Haven't you a pass on the lines?” 


Has No Street Car Pass. 


‘“T have not,” replied Councilman Lon- 
gino, “and that isn’t all; I don’t know 
what I should do were I offered one. 
But what I want to know is whether 
or not the city has surrendered all 
its rights to the conduits in the city 
which are now claimed by the street 
railway company. I recall distinctly 
that merger plan by which the lines 
were all brought together, but if 
there was anything in that agreement 
by which the city gave up all its rights 
to the conduits I don’t remember it. 
And I am sure I would have remem- 
bered it had there been any such a 
suggestion. Then, too, by that mer- 
ger we were to have universal trans- 
fers in the city.. We haven't got that. 
If you think so, get on either. one of 
the cars at the river, the line charging 
10 cents or the one charging 15 cents, 
and ask for a transfer.” 

The councilman from the seventh ex- 
pressed himself as opposed to grant- 
ing the petition under consideration 
or any other additional rights to the 
company until it was determined where 
the rights to the conduits were vested. 

Alderman Key, who had expressed 
a desire to be heard by the committ- 
tee and who had been ‘phoned that 
the matter was up, entered the com- 
mittee room as Councilman Longino 
was talking. 

He asserted most positively that he 
could recall nothing about the cone 
duits in the legislation by which the 
merger was brought about, and then 
asserted:

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ASPHALT WORK 
FINISHED SOON 


Tearing Up the Pavement in 
F ront of Peachtree Inn 
Declared: Necessary, 


The asphalt on Peachtree, both the un- 
finished end beyond Fifth street, and 
the dug-out in front of the Peachtree inn, 
about which there has been so much 
discussion recently on the streets and in 
Te newspapers, will present a finished 
appearance within a few days, say inter- 
ested city officials. 

Absolutely necessary, they declare, was 
the tearing up of the paving in front of 
the Peachtreg inn. Just in front of that 
hostelry is the very bottom of the grade 
on that street, and to that point the 
waters on the streets flow from both di- 
rections, and unless there is an opening 
in the sreets these waters are sure to 
collect, and form a pool. Up fo a short 
time ago there was an opening at the 
very apex of the declivities, and into 
that @he waters flowed as they rushed 
down the hills. 

When the street was first asphalted, 
some twelve or thirteen years ago, a 
sewer opening was made in the center 
of the street at the lowest possible poirtt, 
and into that sewer opening the waters 
flowed, and through the sewer were car- 
ried off. 

But a short time ago, when the new 
Surface was put on Peachtree, the work- 
men, for some reason, closed up the eye 
of that sewer, and then hid tne location 
with the coat of asphalt. So it was 


that the waters coming down in the re- 
cent rains found no offflow, and were 
gathered in pools and puddles :in front 
of the inn. The manager of that hotel 
entered complaint, and when City En- 
gineer Clayton was advised he visited the 
place, and was astonished when unable 
to find the sewer eye or opening.

believed that one can be framed whose 
adoption will be wholly satisfactorily to 
all of them. 


Chattanooga Southern Returns. 


The Chattanooga Southern Railroad 
Company, which recently went into the 
hands of receivers, appointed by the 
United States ‘circuit court, here, made 
its tax returns to Comptroller General 
W. A.’ Wright yesterday. The return, 
which is a slight decrease below that of 
last year, shows a total valuation of 
$251,217.56, of which $10,662 is fran- 
chise. The road runs from Chattanooga, 
Tenn., to Gadsden, Ala, ang 42 miles 
of it are in Georgia. It has %3,000,000 
of stock, and an outstanding indebted- 
ness of $192,832, represented by notes,’ 
upon which dt is stated, it has not been 
able for some yéars-to pay the interest. 
It is also stated that the road has never 
earned any net income, its operating ex- 
penses being about $1,000 in excess of 
its gross receipts. The comptroller gen- 
éral has not yet acted on the return. 

There was also received the return of 
the Talbotton railroad, running from 
Paschal, on the Central, to Talbotton, 
6 3-4 miles, upon' which there is placed 
a valuation of $29,275, of which $500 is 
franchise. This return has been ac- 
cepted. Re 

The Garbutt and Donovan railroad, : in 
Toombs and Emanuel. counties, returned 
its 13 miles at a total of $29,041.61, a 
little more than $2,000 a mile, The 
comptroller general has asked for a re- 
turn of $2,500 per mile. 

The Sandersville railroad, extending 
from Tennille to Sandersville, a distance’ 
of 4 miles, was returned at a total of 
$16,100, of which $400 is franchise, No 
action yet taken. 

Farnishing Liquor to Minors. 

Transportation companies will have to 
be exceedingly careful in the matter of 
delivering intoxicating liquors td minors, 
acording to a decision rendered by the 
state court of appeals yesterday ,in the 
case of the Southern Express Company V. 
the State, from Gordon superior court. 

Although the court granted the express 
company a new trial in this case, revers- 
ing the decision under which it was 
found guilty and fined, on the ground 
that there was no evidence to show that 
its agent made the delivery, or permit- 
ted it to be made in this particular case, 
it held that a corporation is amenable 
to the criminal law which prohibits any- 
one from furnishing or delivering. intox!- 
cating liquors to minors. 

The court holds that the responsibility 
of corporations for violation of the penal 
law is well settled, and that a corpora- 
tion can be held guilty of furnishing 
liquor to minors, if delivery to a miner 
is made by its agent, even though the 
corporation undertakes to do no more 
than transport the liquor to its destina- 
tion. 

The only reason upon which the court 
of appeals reversed the decision in, this 
case was that the evidence failed to 
show that the delivery haq been made 
by the company’ agent at Calhoun, or 
had been permitted by him. 

A Wharf Not a House. 

A man by the name of McCabe was 
convicted in Chatham superior court of 
larceny from the house, on the grdéund 
that he had stolen some property from 
the storage wharf of -the Ocean Steam- 
ship Company, in Savannah. 

It was hela by the court of appeals 
vesterday that the conviction W error, 
because a storage wharf, covere by @ 
shed for protection from the elements, 
is not a house, and, therefore, a man 
who steals from such a place cannot be 
convicted of larceny from the house.

er of Agriculture T. G. Hudson as state 


general assembly passed at the last ses- 
sion, and known as the pure food law, 
Mr. Methvin is a young man, 34 years 
old, and a native of Coweta county. He 
has hgd an-experience of ten years in 
milling, and is, therefore, familiar with

‘flour and cattle and stock feeds, which 
‘are specially dealt with in the pure food 
i law. 


In fact, a great part of his work 
will be in connéction with these products. 
The salary connected with the position 
is $1,500 a year ang expenses, there 
being considerable traveling involved. 

There are also to be appointed under 
this act two expert chemists, but ‘these 
have not yet been named. Mr. Methvin 
will take charge of his new duties on 
August |, next, and he will be required 
to gecure.from the various dealers sam- 
ples of those food products with regard 
to which requirements are made in’the 
act. These will be submitted to the 
chemists of the department for analysis 
and report. 

In addition to the regular state pure 
food inspector the act provides that the 
fertilizer inspectors under the depart- 
ment of agriculture shall also act in 
that capacity and send in samples ot 
foods to the department whenever occa- 
sion may require it. The duties are al- 
together similar to those which the fer- 
tilizer inspectors now perform. 

The state department of agriculture has 
already advertised for bids for supply- 
ing it with the stamps to be used under 
the pure food law. These stamps rep- 
resent an inspection fee of 20 cents per 
ton on all mixed.foods, the arrangements 
being similar to those in connectfon wiin 
fertilizer inspection. 

The state pure food law goes into ef- 
fect August |, next, and the department 
of agriculture is taking steps towards 
seeing that it is properly enforced.

Weakening Effect on the Day’s 
uthern Railroad for 
March Showed Loss of 38 
Per Cent in Barnings. 


New York, May 3.—The action of the 
stock et today was dominated 
largely still by the movements of Union 
Pacific. These tpovements were irregu- 
lar and uncertain and the whole list con- 
formed to this with much exactitude. 
There were some factors which played 
a nominal part in the course of certain 
stocks, but they were not effectively 
operative except when they tended to 
confirm the course fof ths dominant 
stock. The movement in Union Pacific 
showed some evidence of running out 
and this indication served to discourage 
activity elsewhere and greatly curtail- 
ed operations after the first hour’s busi- 
ness. There was large realizing in Union 
Pagfic above (50, the individual trans- 
actions showing large blocks cahnging 
hands. On the other hand a fall below 
150 brought out support for the stock. 
The consequence was a restriction in 
the movement and ae'constant vibration 
within. these “limits. The publication of 
the net earnings of the Harriman Pa- 
cifics for March disposed of the sup- 
position that the recent rise in these 
Stocks was due to unusually favorable 
conditions in the operation of the com- 
(pany. Southern Pacific's net earnings 
declined over a half a million dollars, 
compared with March of last year, al- 
though the February statement showed 
a handsome propartion of the gross in- 
crease saved for the net. The Union 
Pacific saved only $150,000 increase of 
March net earnings out of a gross gain 
of over a million dollars. Union Pacific 
rallied to within a@ shade of the early 
high level, after the publication of the 
earnings.
